The leader has long harrassed the 
Twenty-seventh and other iufautry, op­ 
erating in tho vicinity of San Mateo, 
Albauan and Novalitches. Ho was final­ 
ly located at Tauran, 2it miles north of 
Manila. 
His position was considered 
the strongest iii Luzon. 
It was a stone 
fortress surmounting a steep hill, sur­ 
rounded by canyons. 
The 
Spanish 
forces lost very heavily in attempting to 
take it. 
Colonel Thompson mobilized landmen 
at Mount Alban. 
The place was at­ 
tacked on four sides. 
Captain Carey of 
the Forty-second advancing from 
south, a detachment of the Twenty- 
seventh from the east, Captain Casteel 
of the Twenty-seventh from the west 
and Captain Sloan of Twenty-seventh 
from the north. 
The ascents were steep 
and the men climbed them by grasping 
the shrubbery. 
The enemy with a force 
numbering several hundred fled before 
tile attackers reached the top. 
The Americans destroyed 1000 insur­ 
gent uniforms, scores of buildings and 
large quantities of supplies aud secured 
a barrel full of documents. 
Private Hart of the Twenty-seventh 
and Private Knoppner of the Forty-sec­ 
ond and two native scouts were killed 
aud twelve of the attacking force were 
wounded. 
The insurgents could not be 
captured.

The price bid following the 
first sale at 50 cents was 49hj cents, but 
as no corn was forthcoming, tho next 
bid was at the top figure. 
A little later 
Phillips let out a small line at 48 cents. 
There are but four days more before 
th t expiration of the tim e lim it fur de­ 
livery of corn on November contracts 
and shorts, by their nervousness, showed 
their appreciation of the fact.
